W ashingto n, April 12.—The Chinese 
declaratio n 
o f 
independence, 
which 
to o k the fo rm o f an address to the 
wo rld, was cabled here fro m Peking 
and after being read in th e cabinet 
m eeting was m ade public. 
S tate de­ 
partm ent o fficials declared it reflected 
th e influence o f the yo ung Chinese 
m em bers who hav e been educated in 
A m erican co lleges. The president and 
his cabinet praised it enthusiastically 
and fo rm al reco gnitio n o f the republic 
by the United S tates aw aits o nly the 
actual o rganizatio n o f the co nstituent 
assem bly, which m eets again so o n in 
Peking. 
T he text o f the address fo l­ 
lo ws: 
"On this eighth day o f the fo urth 
m o nth in the seco nd year o f the repub­ 
lic o f China, the date fixed fo r the first 
o pening o f o ur perm anent natio nal as­ 
sem bly, the • m em bers o f the senate 
and the ho use o f representativ es, hav ­ 
ing mo t tn these halls to celebrate the 
ev ent, no w m ake this declaratio n o f 
th eir sentim ents. 
"The will o f heav en is m anifested 
thro ugh the will o f the peo ple. 
T hat 
th e hundreds o f millio ns o f the peo ple 
po ssess th e autho rity o f the state is 
pro claim ed no w fo r the first tim e. The 
m o narchy, so lo ng co rrupt, pro v ed un­ 
wo rthy o f the grav e respo nsibilities 
entrusted to it by the will o f the peo ­ 
ple, but with the intro ductio n o f po pu­ 
lar go v ernm ent the representativ es o f 
the peo ple m ust share the likes and 
dislikes o f the peo ple. 


Vo ice Will o f the Peo ple. 


"They are to giv e expressio n to the 
desires and v o ice the will o f the peo ­ 
ple; they ho ld the reins in behalf o f 
th e natio n to go v ern with sev erity o r 
leniency, with parsim o ny o r extrav a­ 
gance. 
They beco m e the piv o t upo n 
which the pro sperity o f the state is 
m ade to turn.

tio nable to Japan. 
He realizes that 
Japan is inclined to v iew tmeh legis­ 
latio n as a co ntradictio n o f the spirit 
o f her treaty with the United Statee 
and. while o fficially unable to interfere 
In the situatio n, be expressed co nfl- 
do no e that the Califo rnia legislature, 
co gnisant o f po ssible internatio nal dif­ 
ficulties, wo nM enact a law th at wo uld 
pro v e acceptable to Japan 
The 
preaidant 
talked 
info rm ally 
abo ut the questio n in his semi-weekly 
co nference with the new spaper men. 
Indicating the delicate po ints inv o lv ed. 
W hile the present treaty with Japan 
stipulates th a t citizens o f each co un­ 
try. while trav eling in the o ther, shall 
hav e a right to o wn ho uses and fac­ 
to ries and sho ps and to lease land, it 
says no thing abo ut the right to o wn 
land. 
On the o ther hand, tho ugh the 
o ld lawB o f Japan against fo reign o wn­ 
ership « f land hav e been abro gated, 
the im perial edict necessary to put in 
fo rce newly enacted laws has no t been 
Issued, so th at American citizens still 
canno t o wn iand in Japan. 


Guarantees Equal Treatment. 
W hile the adm inistratio n do es no t 
co nstrue the treaty as giv ing the Jap ­ 
anese specifically 
the rig h t 
to o wn 
land it feels th at the agreem ent do es 
g uarantee 
th at 
Japanese shall 
be 
treated o n 
the 
basis o f 
the m o st 
fav o red natio n 
citizens 
under 
the 
sam e clause as is co ntained in many 
Am erican treaties with o ther go v ern­ 
m ents. 
The president 
stated 
th at 
while 
these po ints had been discussed the 
difficulties really pro ceeded fro m tho 
do m estic co nstitutio nal arrangem ents 
in the United States. 
He declared 
th a t while no bo dy co uld, fo r a mo ­ 
m ent, 
challenge 
the 
co nstitutio nal 
rig h t o f Califo rnia to pass such land 
laws as she pleased, in so far as the 
federal go v ernm ent had go ne beyo nd 
its po wers o r do m estic autho rity in 
m aking a treaty, just so far w as it 
liable to dam ages, but th a t it 
waa 
really helpless in the situatio n. 
R eassuring wo rd that the C alifo rnia 
legislature wo uld so fram e its laws 
as to sav e tho federal go v ernm ent 
fro m any diplo m atic em barrassm ents 
hav e co m e indirectly to the natio nal 
capital and the adm inistratio n do es 
no t believ e it is likely to he co nfro nt­ 
ed w ith any serio us situatio n.

The Cuy nna-Mille Lacs Iron com­ 
pany has resumeu ~uipments of ore. 
It has a modern and up to date plant. 
There are three boilers of 150 horse­ 
power each, which giv es one for re­ 
lay . 
A large double drum hoist, ca ­ 
pacity 12,000 pounds, permits word­ 
ing on different lev els at the same 
time. 
A new centrifuga l pump of 
2,000 ga llons capa city will be re­ 
ceiv ed this month, which, with the 
pump now installed, will take care 
of a ny flow of water tha t may be en­ 
countered In opening up the ore body 
on the lower lev el. 
The head frame 
has been completed. Under fav orable 
conditions, barring 
accidents, 
the 
company ex pects to ship 100,000 tons 
this y ear. 
This mine has not been 
tied up by the strike. 
The Cuy una-Duluth Iron Co. mine 
on the north end of the Ironton 
townsite is proceding with its sha ft 
sinking. 
Capt. Wm. 
Pascoe 
has 
charge of this iflTlie as well as the 
Ouy una-Mille Lacs mine.

W ashington. April 12.—The Chines© 
declaration 
of 
Independence, 
which 
took the form of an address to the 
world, was cabled here from Peking 
and after being read in the cabinet 
m eeting was made public. 
State de­ 
partm ent officials declared it reflected 
th e influence of the young Chinese 
m em bers who have been educated in 
A m erican colleges. The president and 
his cabinet praised it enthusiastically 
and formal recognition of the republic 
by the United Suites aw aits only the 
actual organization of the constituent 
assem bly, which m eets again soon in 
P eking 
T he text of the address fol­ 
lows: 
“On th!8 eighth day of the fourth 
mon til in the second y«*ar of the repub­ 
lic of China, the date fixed for the first 
opening of our perm anent national as­ 
sem bly, the • m em bers of the senate 
and the house of representatives, hav­ 
ing m et tn these halls to celebrate the 
event, now m ake this declaration of 
their sentim ents. 
“The will of heaven is m anifested 
through the will of the people. 
That 
the hundreds of millions of the people 
possess the authority of tho state Is 
proclaim ed now for the first time. Tho 
m onarchy, so long corrupt, proved un­ 
worthy of the grave responsibilities 
entrusted to It by the will of the peo­ 
ple, but with the introduction of popu­ 
lar governm ent the representatives of 
the people m ust share the likes and 
dislikes of the people. 


Voice Will of the People. 


“They are to give expression to the 
desires and voice the will of the peo­ 
ple; they hold the reins in behalf of 
th e nation to govern with severity or 
leniency, with parsim ony or extrava­ 
gance. 
They become Hie pivot upon 
w hich the prosperity of the state is 
m ade to turn. 
For the success or 
failure, safety or danger, adversity or 
good fortune, theirs is the m erit or 
th e blame. 
“Can we he otherw ise than anxious? 
Yet 
through 
great 
tribulation 
the 
spring comes 
to 
prosperity 
Now, 
therefore, we unite to form this as­ 
sem bly and presum e to publish our 
aspirations. 
May ours be a just gov- 
ernm ent! May our five races lay aside 
th eir prejudices! 
May rain and sun­ 
shine bring bounteous harvest and 
cause 
the 
husbandm an 
to rejoice! 
May the scholar be happy in his home 
and the m erchant conduct his trade 
in peace! May no duty of governm ent 
be unfulfilled and no hidden wound 
go unredressed! 
“T hus may 
the 
glory 
be spread 
abroad, and 
these, our 
words, be 
echoed far and wide that those in dis­ 
ta n t lands who hear may rejoice. Our 
neighbors on every side give us praise 
and may the new life of the old na­ 
tion be lasting and unending!

(tending legislation in California by 
which alien** ineligible to 
American 
citizenship would be prohibited from 
owning land would not prove objec­ 
tionable to Japan. 
He realises that 
Japan is inclined to view such legis­ 
lation as a contradiction of the spirit 
of her treaty with the United States 
and, while officially unable to interfere 
in the situation, be expressed confi­ 
dence that the California legislature, 
cognisant of possible International dif­ 
ficulties, would enact a law that would 
prove acceptable to Japan 
Tho 
president 
talked 
informally 
about the question in his semi weekly 
conference with the new spaper men, 
Indicating the delicate points involved. 
W hile the present treaty with Japan 
stipulates th at citizens of each coun­ 
try, while traveling In the other, shall 
have a right to own bouses and fac­ 
tories aud shops and to lease land, it 
says nothing about the right to own 
lend. 
On the other band, though the 
old laws of Japan against foreign own­ 
ership of land have been abrogated. 
the Imperial edict necessary to put in 
force newly enacted laws has not been 
Issued, so th at American citizens still 
cannot own land in Japan. 


Guarantees Equal Treatment. 


W hile the adm inistration does not 
construe tho treaty as giving the Jap­ 
anese specifically the right to own 
land it feels th at th e agreem ent does 
guarantee 
th at 
Japanese shall 
be 
treated on 
the 
basis of 
the most 
favored nation 
citizens 
under 
the 
sam e clause as Is contained in many 
A m erican treaties w ith other govern­ 
m ents. 
The president 
stated 
th at 
while 
these (joints had been discussed the 
difficulties really proceeded from the 
dom estic constitutional arrangem ents 
in the United States. 
He declared 
th at while nobody could, for a mo­ 
m ent, 
challenge 
the 
constitutional 
right of California to pass such land 
laws as she pleased, in so far as the 
federal governm ent had gone beyond 
Its powers or dom estic authority in 
m aking a treaty, ju st so far was it 
liable to dam ages, but th a t it was 
really helpless in th e situation. 
R eassuring word th at the California 
legislature would so fram e Its laws 
as to save the federal governm ent 
from any diplom atic em barrassm ents 
have come Indirectly to the national 
capital and the adm inistration does 
not believe it is likely to be confront­ 
ed with any serious situation.
